Tobruk Defense 


Penetrated 


Italy Admits Losses And 
Australia Denies That 
Fortress Has Fallen 


BY UNITED PRESS 
An unofficial report circulated to- 
day that the Italian Libyan base of 
Toburk had fallen, but Acting Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister Arthur W. 
Fadden said it was premature. 


As the report circulated Fadden 
sent a congratulatory message to 
Australian troops participating in 
the Libyan campaign but announc- 
er that the report was in error. 

The Italian high cammand ad- 
mitted that the defense of Tobruk 
had been penetrated from the east. 
The Italians gave the strength of 
the attacking force as three Aus- 
tralian divisions, two heavy artil- 
lery regiments, two armored divis- 
ions and a French motorized forma- 
tion. 

Details of the latest outbreak in 
Rumania did not get past the cen- 
sors but it appeared that the mur- 
der of a German staff officer two 
days ago touched off riotous dis- 
orders. 

In Albania one of the strongest 
Italian counter-attacks of the war 
was reported in which planes, tanks 
and infantry were employed in the 
Klisura area but the Greeks said 
Fascists had been beaten back with 
severe losses.

achievement tests. This test, there- 
fore, should be regarded as a sec- 
ond or additional test. It should 
help give a fairer and better judg- 
ment of each pupil’s ability. 

This test will cover the basic 
' skills of reading, the use of lan- 
| cuage, arithmetic, the ability to 
| write legibly, and to spell. Without 
a sound foundation in the ability to 
use these “basic fundamentals or 
tools of learning,” no student will 
be able to do successful high school 
or college work and they will be 
seriously handicapped in doing 
whatever job they will do as an 
adult. 

By the use of scientific tests, we 
are able to measure a pupil’s in- 
| telligence. Thus we know what each 
child should be able to do in school 
work. Knowing the health of the 
child, his ability to hear, to see, his 
growth record and home conditions, 
we can understand his progress in 
' learning. 

From a study of pupils entering 
this county from other counties and 
states and of pupils in the various 
schools of the county as expressed 
in their ability to do high school 
| work as well as reports from those 
who employ them after they leave 
our schools, we feel that many 

.of them are “getting by” and are 
leaving our grammar schools poorly 
prepared to become useful and suc- 
cessful American citizens. 

“This something for nothing, the 
world owes me a living attitude,” is 
becoming one of America’s greatest 
problems. We feel, therefore, that

‘McNary Opposes 
War Aid Bill 


Republican Leader Favors 
Help For Britain; Urges 
Time, Money Limitations 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—Senate Re- 
publican leader Charles L. McNary 
said today he will oppose the Brit- 
ish aid bill in its present form, be- 
cause “it grants extraordinary and 
total power to one person”—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

McNary, back in the capital for 
the first time since Oct. 26 when he 
departed on his last campaign trip 
as Republican vice presidential no-| 
minee, charged that the bill “is not 
| the democratic way of life.” 
| McNary told reporters, that he fa- 
vors aid to Great Britain short of 
war, but he believed that at the very 
least, time and money limitations 
should be written into the bill. 

McNary’s return to Washington 
was delayed until today because he 
was stricken with pneumonia in No- 
vember. 

The bill also was condemned to-: 
day before the house foreign affairs 
committee by Norman Thomas, the 
socialist party leader. While pro- 
fessing desire for a British victory 
and an end to Nazi conquest, MTr.! 
Thomas said that survival of the| 
British Empire is “certainly not vi- 
tal to American security.”

With Blue Law 


Ban On “Nine Pins” Was 
Circumvented By Adding 
One More Pin To Game 


It’s an odd coincidence that the 
birth of America’s number one in- 
door sport came as a result of a 
Blue Law enacted by our Puritan 
ancestors in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. In those straight-laced days 
the game of nine pins, brought to 
New Amsterdam by the Dutch, 
made such heavy inroads on the lei- 
sure time of the Puritans that they 
forthwith issued a formal edict ban- 
ning it forever, and making its play 
subject to the most severe punish- 
ment. An unnamed benefactor con- 
ceived the brilliant idea of circum- 
venting the nine pin prohibition by 
adding one more pin. He arranged 
the new total of ten pins in the 
perfect triangle that today presents 
the familiar target for the daily on- 
slaught of America’s millions of 
bowlers in the eight thousand bowl- 
ing establishments that dot the 
land. 

Ten million of anything is a lot, 
even in these new deal days, and fif- 
teen million participants in any one 
sport is tops in any record book. 
When you break it down a la cen- 
sus figures it means one of every 
three families in the country has a 
bowler in its midst. It isn’t alWays 
Dad, either, although the men out- 
number the women at the moment. 
Mother and the daughters too, in 
ever increasing numbers are for- 
saking the bridge table for the new 
maple ways. It’s no wonder either, 
because when Hollywood puts its 
Star-lit approval on bowling, Main 
Street and Park Avenue follow. 
When it became generally known 
that bowling was the ideal play route 
to a slim figure, there was no stop- 
ping the ladies. 

Don’t think for a minute that the 
men have a corner on bowling tal- 


ent either. In one women’s tour- || 


nament 7,200 feminine bowling fans 
chalked up scores that many men’s 
teams would find hard to match.

A Bowling Pin 
“Ring” Heard As Pins 
Fall Is True Mark Of 
Quality Equipment 


As you step up to the foul line at 
your bowling alley and look eagerly 
down at those gleaming pins stand- 
ing proudly at the other end, I 
wonder if you have ever thought 
that the new-looking sticks of maple 
you are about to send crashing into 
the pit were living things in virgin 
forests about the time this country 
was just emerging as a nation! 

Yes—it takes one hundred and 
fifty years, more or less, to make a 
bowling pin. And not only that, but 
we are told the Brunswick-Balke- 
Collender Company, leading pin 
manufacturers, that red crown pins 
are counted before they are cut 
from the trees by experts who tra- 
verse the finest northern forests, 
and estimate the number of pins 
available. 


The pins themselves are 15 inches 
high, and fashioned from the hard 
meaty portion of the maple, where 
Stresses and strains of normal 
growth are equalized. Unequal 
strains, even from hard maple, are 
refused in better grade pins. And 
the best grade pins are the ones 
with minimum heartwood, no checks 
and no knots. So you can see, it 
takes a mighty forest to furnish 
enough bowling pins to satisfy the 
men and women, both old and 
young, who crowd the nation’s 48,- 
000 alleys daily. 

“After a tree is cut down, it un- 
dergoes a series of processing oper- 
ations before the pins emerge ready 
for the alley and your personal at- 
tention from the other end! After 
the branches are removed, the tree 
is planed and squared away, then 
it is cut up into blocks 19 inches 
long from which the 15 inch pins 
are made. 

Seasoning and drying are done 
over a long period of time, carefully 
and scientifically handled, through 
every step of the pin production. It’s 
a truly amazing process; far more 
complicated than you would ever 
think. But there’s one sure way to 
tell how well conditioned the pins 
are where you bowl. When your 
mineralite crashes into that one- 
three pocket for a strike or spare, 
there should be that clear “ring” to 
greet your ear. That “ring” is true 
music to every bowler’s ear. There’s 
a great difference in this sound 
from various kinds of maple and 
from pins processed under differ- 
ent conditions. So the thing to do 
is to listen for the “rong”? and 
judge your pins accordingly. 

150 years to make a bowling pin! 
You'd think the price of pins would 
be prohibitive—and well it might be 
if it wasn’t for the careful main- 
tenance of our maple supply, coupl- 
ed with the intelligent use of these 
natural resources for bowling pin 
manufacture. 

So next time you go down to the 
alley, carry a thought with you—a 
thought of age and seasoning and 
processing that lies behind the pins 
you knock down with such abandon 
time after time in completing your 
“line.”

Give 
the bowler on the adjoining alley 
the right of way when he is address- 
ing the pins if you have to cross his 
alley to get your ball. If you are 
ready to bowl at the same time, 
give him the first privilege unless 
he signals otherwise.

We have heard it said, “You 
say that every year, but you promote 
us just the same. 

Very few persons are so intelli- 
gent that they can learn without 
serious study. Most of us seem to 
have special abilities to learn cer- 
tain facts or skills more easily than 
others. To be a well educated citi- 
zen, however, most of us must study 
carefully. In the crowded school 
programs that you, the citizens de- 
mand, there is not time enough for 
all children to prepare for each 
day’s work in school-time alone. To 
some persons, “homework” is a bad 
thing. Although some persons, even 
educators, may not agree with this 
statement, a reasonable amount of 
home-study is necessary to enable 
many children to do school work 
and learn facts and skills in keeping 
with their abilities. 

In times such as these, we, the 
teachers of your children must face 
facts and assume all the responsi- 
bilities of our high trust. We must 
guarantee to produce American cit- 
izens trained and developed to the 
best of each person’s ability. Each 
child, parent, and teacher must 
realize that only those who are 
properly prepared will be promoted 
or graduated. Our present plans 
will include testing those in the 
fifth, sixth, and seventh grades as 
well as the eighth to help discover 
weaknesses and to give time to de- 
velop and mater each skill, and not
